GERMANY, RUSSIA, ETC, 


In Germany, in,spite of the new protec- 
tionnint turiff, the yoar 1906 was highly 
favourable to commercial activity, and im- 
ports and exports path exceaded in value 
those ofthe preceding yer. Receipts 
from tho railronds nlso showed heavy in- 
cronges. During tho first seven months of 
[O07, this satisfactory condition wag well 
insintained. Manufactures, howeyer, were 
Jess promising ; prices wore lower, orders 
fewer, and @ crisis was feared, Germany 
suffers particularly*-from the scarcity of 
rendy monoy which wild American specu- 
lation hus provoked in Europe, Like the 
United Btates, sho haa most probably gone 


‘| voyond hor, strongth, and poople aro begin- 


ning to wk whether the banks, which havo 
a huge part of their capital immobilised. in 
industrinl business, are net running riake 
aunlogous to those that have wrought such 
dovastating financial havoc among American 
banks. 

Tho cost of living has conaidorably 
increased in Germany. ‘The incrensu has 
boun nssessed ab 25 por cont. sinoo 1804, 
whilst silaries Inve only gone up 10 per 
cent. inthe same poried, Meat has inervased 
ng touch 49 38 per cent.; and the importation 
of forvign cattle has been alnost completely 
wrested. The cunsumption of tlesh moat 
per head has diminished in grievous man- 
ner. Thos, whilst the French work 
consumes 93 Ibs, per aunum, and the 
English workman 121 Yin., the German 
wotlman only consumes t4 Ys, Tt has 
heen caleulated that, the family of 1 German 
workpun, say of six persons, roducing its 
needs to the minimum, cannot live on less 
tran 5h marks per day ; but, thia is in 
exopss of the ordinary salary, Protection 
comdonms hin to on insufficient diet. 

It was thought that the Socialist puety had 
made such strides, that it would oxereise 
uw pereuptible influenco at a tine of election. 
This wan not so: for, at the most rédent 
dlostions, tho Socialist. section lost a con- 
siderable number of seats. The result: was 
unexpected, and may easily he misvend. 
Asx a matter of fact, ‘the dofent is only 
rolativo, and ik rightly attributed to the 
excessive demands of their party, thus 
alienating the votes of the lower middle 
dasgor, and to tho awakcuning of German 
patriotisin irritated by Socialist. opposition 
to Colonial expansion. 

Working-men organixations are on 
stronger basix than ever, The total num- 
her of organised toilers ia cluse upon a4 
millions, a bumber higher than that reached 
cither in England of in the United States. 
Germany actunlly possesses the two mosb 
powerful continental Induatuin] Associations 
the Con! and Steol Associations. The 
lnvter [Stah?tverkverband] has bon prolong: 
ed for a further period of five years, till 
1912, The concentrative movement of great 
industries, Zone of tho gravast economic 
phenomena of the epoch, still continues, 

In Noveriber 4906, all sections combin- 
ed tocolobrate tho twenty-fifth anniversary 
of the social legislation which gave Ger- 
ciany tho triple Assurance against sickness, 
nguinst necidents, ond aguinst intirmity 
and old age. The figures aro eloquent of 
furethought. Nearly 12 millions are 
assured against sickness, 20 millions 
against the accidents arising out of work, 
whilst against infirmity-and old-age nearly 
14 millions are assured, Tho resources 
needed to meet these oxpunses amount to 
£45 millions, of which 10 per cont, ia 
furnished by the state, and tho balance 
divided equally among masters and mon. 

Tho cost of thia_gocial legislation, and 
still more the increasing burden of the 
army and navy, have caudod heavy deficits 
in Imporial Budgets. The deficit for 1007 
has beon estimated at £8 millions ster- 
ling and this must needa be further added 
to in succeeding years. Princo Bilow 
is on tho look-out for untapped sources af 
‘revenue, and proposes to ask and obtain 
a State monopoly of thé manufacture of 
alcohol. The agrariin party seems favour- 
able, having been otherwise bribed ; but 
other portions of the Gorman ‘Reichstag 
throaten serious opposition. , : 

In Russia, the economic situation is 
clogoly bound up with that of politics. Tho

Tn 1906, the oxcess of births over deaths 
was only 20,650; whilst in Germany it’ 
was 800,000; and in England and in 
Austro-Hyngary, in 1906, it was 600,000.

Ib was as wiso as squatting on the safoty’ 
valveof an engine, regardlessoftheexplosion 
tocome. An now that the dreadful crime 
is over it ia sad to think that constitutional 
methods and milder administration have

aro able to say that they have snved thoit 
country from opprdssion. It is another 
proof of the inauility of many rulers to 
Jearn the lessons of history.
